armsment of our mercantile 
twarine as an essential mesns of 
protection? If any are to be ex- 
claded becanse of emellaesz cf 
size, it shonld be remembered 
that one of the British vessels 
which defended herself with 
brilliant courage, ekill, and 
euccees waa small enough to pass 
ander the London bridges and 
aboye the Houses of Parliament. 
TE we decide to arm orly come 
clagees of vessels, we shall merely 
advertise for the enemy's bonefit 
that there are some which his 
eabmarines could attack without 
risk of meeting with resistance, 

Again, if, as has been rcesotly 
ackod, we arm only veesele em- 
ployed in certain ocean trades, we 
maet know if thy gans are to -be 
taken oat of them when they are 
employed in other trades. How 
would thal qaeation look to veasela 
already employed in thoes tradea 
and oct armed? It seema to he 
meant by scme of thoes who 
demend the armament of our 
merchant vessela that only vessela 
of 8 certain size and importance 
ehould be srmed. Would not 
this osase an invidious distine- 
tion ? There are at present rather 
more than 6,000 Britieh ateemera 
averaging 2,200 tone (gross) 
apiece, This, of course, includes 
eteamera belonging to the Over- 
seas Deminions, which eurely no 
loyal British subject would think 
of exclading from any benefit that
